Sdmiston  or  Mr.  Mazurkiewicz  to  communicate  with  the 
counselor  in  any  instance  where  treatment  was  recommended.  The  counselor  would  then 
know  that  the  problem  was  being  taken  care  of  in  a thoroughly  competent  manner.  The 
second  reason  was  that  the  counselor  would  have  an  accurate  check,  when  he  did  or  did 
not  receive  word  from  the  Clinics,  on  whether  or  not  his  freshman  actually  followed 
through  on  the  appointment.  Obviously,  if  a freshman  didn’t  bother  to  go  down  in  the 
first  place,  there  would  be  little  else  the  counselor  could  do  to  help  him,  and  Dean 
Leith,  for  instance,  could  be  apprised  of  this  fact. 


Your  answers  on  the  questionnaire  indicated  that  most  of  you  were  not  completely 
aware  of  the  purposes  mentioned  above.  Some  of  you  have  never  used  the  referrals,  and 
I hope  that  you  will  try  them  in  the  future^  They  might  prove  quite  beneficial  in 
some  cases,  and  certainly  will  do  no  harm.  Some  of  you  indicated  that,  while  you  had 
sent  referral  slips  with  your  freshmen  to  the  Clinics,  you  never  received  word  back 
from  the  Clinics,  and  therefore  never  knew  what  the  score  was.  I have,  I hope,  ironed 
all  of  these  bugs  out  of  the  referral  system,  and  have  reason  to  believe  that  it  will 
function  from  now  on  as  it  is  supposed  to.  Meanwhile,  I urge  you  to  follow  prescribed 
routine  insofar  as  it  is  possible.  I am  sure  you  will  all  benefit  from  doing  so,  as 
will  both  the  freshmen  and  the  Clinics.
